New X-Ray Tube Is 
Marvel of Science 


Promises to Open Up Vistas 
Heretofore Unknown. 


MILWAUKIE,--Out of the Unt- 
versity of Illinois laboratories has 
come one of the outstanding X-ray 
developments of X-ray's first 50 
years-a new X ray tube equivalent 
to 90 pounds of radium in ray out- 
put. 

Radium is an atomically active 
material used in medicine in quan- 
tities down to millionths of an ounce 

The startling story was told by 
George L. Clark, professor of chem- 
istry at U. of L, who spoke at a 
symposium on industrial radiology 
staged by Marquette university in 
this city, celebrating X-ray's semi- 
centennial. 

The new tube, only 16 inches long, 
is the work of T, #,. Rogers, man- 
aging engineer of the Hachlett Lab- 
oratories at Springdale, Conn., 
based on research done at Cham- 
paign. Its 50,000 volts produce a 
dosage of 5,500,000 roentgen units 
per minute, compared to the 440 
units of any previous device. 

The new tube and its astounding 
Capacity mean X-ray pictures in 
seconds instead of minutes for in- 
dustry, Professor Clark said, and, 
in the research field, opens up pos- 
sibilities not even imagined. 

Study of the effects of X-rays on 
cells, such as cancer tissue, the 
chemical effects of light, the prep- 
aration of vaccines to kill bacteria 
and many other forms of research 
become possible in ways previously 
out of the question, he said. 

As far as the university is con- 
cerned, the new tube is comparable 
to the development of the 250,000,000 
volt beletron, an atom-smashing de- 
vice that played an important part 
in the atomic bomb feat. 


Jap Foreign Office Man 


Admits ‘Free India’ Plot 


NEW DELHI, INDIA.—A_ fune- 
tionary of the Japanese foreign of- 
fice, summoned as first defense wit- 
ness in the Indian National army 
trial, sought to prove the independ- 
ence of the late Subhas Chandra 
Bose’s provisional government of 
Free India. 

The prosecution has _ pictured 
Bose's government as a puppet of 
Japan, 

The prosecution elicited 
Shunichi Matsuomoto, 
minister of foreign affairs for 
Japan, admissions that promotion 
of Azad Hand (Free India) was part 
of the Japanese war strategy. 

Matsuomoto said that Bose, lead- 
er of Azad Hand and the National 
army, was brought from Germany 
to Japan about April, 1943. The wit- 
ness cast no light on what is a mys- 
tery in India—how Bose traveled to 
Japan. He had vanished almost 
magically from his Calcutta home 
just before Japan wert to war.

Use Balloons in Sinus 


Cavities to Fight Asthma 

CHICAGO.—Use of tiny rubber 
balloons, inflated inside the sinus 
cavities, to afford relief from asth- 
matic symptoms caused by infec- 
tion, was described by Dr. J. M. 
Robison of Houston, Texas, at the 
second annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Allergy. 

The balloons, Dr, Robison ex- 
plained, exert hydro-static pressure 
on the surrounding tissues te accom- 
plish drainage by compression, 

Patients, Dr. Robison said, 
able to wear the balloons inside” 
their maxillary (cheek) sinuses 
without discomfort for as long as 
three months. Good results, he said, 
have been secured in the last two 
years in 25 cases, The meeting was 
attended by 150 physicians from all 
parts of the country.

Rose Sharply in 1943 
WASHINGTON,.—The federal chil- 
dren’s bureau finally got around to 
its 1943 statistics and reported—to 
no one’s surprise—that the stork still 
is more active in war years, 

The bureau reported that nearly 
3,000,000 babies were born during 
this country’s second year at war as 
compared with only 2,000.000 during 
1933, low point of the depression. 

The 1943 live birth rate, however, 
still was consideral\ly below the all- 
time high set in 1915-16 when it

Then came the Machine Age— 
a story of amazing progress to 
him. He saw an increase in the 
population, improvements in ways 
of traveling and sending news, 
improvement in rural life; the au- 
tomobile; the airplane and the ra- 
dio.

Nation to Join Union 


When Texas joined the union it 
smashed more records than the one 
for size, It is the only full-fledged 
nation that has thrown in its lot 
with Uncle Sam. For nearly 10 years 
it existed as an independent repub- 
lic, a world state with all the usual 
trappings of sovereignty: a consti- 
tution, a flag, a president and con- 
gress, an army, a navy, its own 
money, and an exchange of diplo- 
matic representatives with other 
sovereign states.

A NATION DEMANDS 4 KING 


LESSON TEXT—I Samuel 8:10-22. 

MEMORY SELECTION—Blessed is the 
nation whose God is the Lord.—Psalm 
33:12. 


A major crisis has come in the 
life of a nation when it is ready to 
change its form of government, That 
was especially true in the case of 
Israel, for they were about to throw 
off the direct rule of God and de- 
mand a king. 

There were good reasons for their 
desire. Samuel was old, His sons 
who were to succeed him were not 
honest (I Sam, 8:3), But there were 
other motives not so good; for ex- 
ample, their desire to have the 
pomp of a kingly ruler and a wish 
to be like other peoples (v, 20), 

Their request was made known to 
Samuel (I Sam, 8:6). He was 
grieved, but the Lord showed him 
that it was not His rule they were 
rejecting, but God's rule (v. 7). 

The matter came to a crisis as 
Samuel was sent to reason with 
them (v. 9). 

I. Prophetic Words (vy, 10-18). 

There is always a price to pay if 
we are eager to follow the styles of 
this world, Israel wanted to have 
a king with an attractive court and 
a mighty army like their neighbors, 
the other nations, but they had not 
realized that such things are not 
provided out of the king's pocket, 

A word of warning may be in 
place here for Christians who have 
fallen for the temptation to keep 
pace with their ungodly neighbors— 
to ‘keep up with the Joneses," as it 
is sometimes put. 

Government has a right to call on 
the governed for its support, but 
who will deny that the tremendous 
military establishments which the 
rulers of the earth have maintained 
have been both burdensome and 
provocative of war, 

We live in a sinful world, and we 
may as well face the necessity of 
protecting ourselves and policing 
the unruly, but think how much bet- 
ter would be our lot if we like Is- 
rael could have been under the 
direct rule of God. 

They did not want it. Are men any 
better today when they reject the 
beneficent rule of the Son of God 
over their lives? 

Il. Persistent Wills (vv. 19, 20). 


The people refused to hearken, 
Their stubborn reply was, ‘‘Nay, but 
we will have a king over us,’’ and 
one can almost hear the emphasis 
on the word will. 


One might have expected that the 
leaders of the people would have 
sensed the folly of their plan and 
asked God to continue to rule over 
them forever, but the stubbornness 
of the willful human heart is al- 
most beyond belief. When its deter- 
mination is coupled with pride and 
unbelief it becomes an even more 
appalling barrier to the blessing 
of God. 


Therein lies the outstanding lesson 
of these verses, Let us beware that 
we do not sin like Israel; yes, sin 
even worse than they did. Joseph 
Parker in the People’s Bible (vol. 
6, p. 287) makes this acute applica- 
tion of the truth: “Do we condemn 
them? Let us not be ready with re- 
proach; nor urgent in condemna- 
tion. We are doing a deadlier thing 
it may be than the elders of Israel 
did in this case. We are told that 
God is angry with the wicked every 
day; that the wicked shall be driven 
into hell, and all the nations that 
forget God. We are told that the 
liar shall have his portion in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone, that no drunkard shall 
enter the kingdom of heaven, that 
anything unclean, defiled or corrupt 
shall not pass into the city of God's 
light; we are told that nothing re- 
maineth for the sinner but a fear- 
ful looking for of judgment and 
fiery indignation. 

“What is the result? Men can go 
immediately from the hearing or 
reading of the most terrific state- 
ments concerning the future of the 
wicked and can throw themselves 
with unbridled license into all the 
diabolical enjoyments which stimu- 
late but never satisfy the corrupt 
soul." 

Ill. Providential Willingness (vy. 
21, 22). 


Reluctantly, but inevitably, comes 
the divine expression of willingness 
to let man go the way he wants to 
go. Israel shall have a king, says 
God. In fact He had prophesied this 
day long before (see Deut, 17; 14- 
20). 

So it is true (to quote Parker 
again) that ‘we can force our way 
through all solemn warning, all path- 
etic entreaty, all earnest persuasive- 
ness ... We can go to hell if we 
will... There is nothing before you 
but love, grace, mercy, tenderness, 
God. That is all. There is a cross— 
hew it down! There is a way around 
it, a way through it, a way over it 
—you ch get there!" 

May we, neither as individuals nor 
as a nation, thus thwart God's love 
and reject His warnings, and go on 
our own stubborn way into sin and 
sorrow. 


COFFEE WILL GET SHARE 
OF PUBLIC WELFARE FUNDS 
RELEASED BY GOVERNOR. 

Coffee County will receive 
$1,966.23 from the $375,000 pub- 
lic welfare funds released by Gov, 
Sparks for the quarter beginning 
April 1. The 1945 legislature 
made an appropriation to welfare 
of $750,000 conditioned on state 
of the treasury and approval of 
the Governor, and one-half of that 
amount has been released for the 
next quarter, Of the $875,000 
three-fifths or $225,000, goes to 
the State Welfare Department and 
two-fifths or $150,000 to the coun- 
ties, as provided in the act. The 
counties’ share is divided one-half 
equally among the counties and 
one-half on a population — basis. 
This additional money for welfare 
will be increased by matching with 
Federal funds, 

Miss Loula Dunn, Commissioner 
of Public Welfare, expressed grat- 
ification over release of the mon- 
ey, because of what she described 
as acute need now existing among 
Alabama’s needy people. She 
pointed out that at present 
about 4,000 families in the state, 
of whom about 8,000 are the aged, 
are known to be in need and eli- 
gible for assistance, which they 
are not receiving because of insuf- 
ficient funds, Miss Dunn said she 
anticipated “that the $875,000 au- 
thorized for release to the county 
and state public welfare program 
will, when ; matched by Federal 
funds, make it possible to aid 
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those known to be in need and to 
make some increase in present 
monthly financial assistance pay 
ments.”
